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Is Too Many Women 


(By Herbert Tracey.) 


Europes “superfluous women” are 
a problem that neither statesmen nor 
social] reformers know how to handle, 
though they recognize its gravity and 
urgency as a matter of outstanding 


Beyond a suggestion in 
the London Times (according to a re- 
cent cable), that women should be en- 
couraged to emigrate as speedily as 
possible to countries where marriage- 
able men form a numerical majority 
of the population, no one has formed 
a practicable scheme for dealing with 
this problem. Emigration is not a 
complete solution; there are few 
countries in the world where Euro- 
pean women can live in which the 
number of marriageable men exceeds 
the total of women by more than a 
few thousands, and Europe counts its 
“surplus women” by millions. The 
dimensions of the problem have only 
just been realized. It is calculated 
that in Europe at large there are over 
ten million women, considerably more 
than the whole population of Canada, 
who will be denied the opportunity of 
marriage and motherhood as a conse- 
quence of the toll taken of the young 
men of the Continent in the Great 
War. 


The Odd Women 


The British census statistics lately 
published disclosed the fact that in 
Britain, alone there are nearly two 
million women in this unhappy posi- 
tion; and this enormous disparity of 
the sexes, not an estimate, but a prov- 
ed statistical fact in Britain at least, 
gives sharper point to the saying of 
Benjamin Franklin: “Wars are not 
paid for in war times; the bill comes 
in later.” The disproportion of the 
sexes, of course, is not strictly a con- 
sequence of the war. Althuogh at 
birth both sexes are about equal in 
numbers, male infants, even in normal 
times, appear to suffer a greater mor- 
tality than girl babies, with the re- 
sult that in Britain at least there were 
before the war about 107 women to 
every 100 men. A full generation ago 
George Gissing dealt with some hu- 
man aspects of this problem in one of 
his most sombre and depressing nov- 
els, “Odd Women”—a dreary tale of 
three sisters who, unable to find hus- 
bands, degenerated both physically 
ang morally. But the war has unques- 
tionably intensified the problem, and 
Professor Patrick Geddes lately excit- 
ed the public imagination in the Old 
Country be declaring that unless the 
question were promptly and wisely 


wMauuedeivenzation will undergo an- 


other of the great historical debase- 
ments which check so disastrously the 
oral progress of mankind. 


Society is Threatened 


The moral and social perils inher- 
ent in a situation of this kind do not 
call for emphasis. They are obvious. 
They threaten the stability of society 
itself. Marriage and parenthood are, 
next to religion, the strongest safe- 
guards of society, and their steadying 
influence is never more necessary than 
in a period of grave economic disturb- 
ance such as the present, marked as 
all such historical crises have been 
marked, by a wave of spiritual unrest 
and emotional excitment, finding an 
outlet in extravagance of thought and 
conduct of the most startling charac- 
ter. But marriage and parenthood are 
precisely the social bulwarks which 
are likely to be overthrown by in- 
transigeant women who are denied the 
normal fulfilment of their lives as 
wives and mothers. To provide a 
moral and equivalent for marriage 
and motherhood is the essence of the 
problem confronting the countries 
with an excess of marriageable women. 
No solution which involves any re- 
laxation of the Christian principle of 
monogamous marriage honored by the 
Anglo-Saxon world can be contem- 
plated for a moment; “terminable 
marriages” for periods of ten years, 
once sugegsted by George Meredith, 
are likewise impossible; such remed- 
ies would be worse than the disease, 
and they would be resisted by none 
more strenuously than by women 
themselves, who seek in marriage life 
long security and happiness not so 
much for them selves as for their chil- 
dren, 


A Suggested Solution 


The solution lies in another direc- 
tion. It is not enough to say that the 
perils of the situation will be averted 
by providing for the economic future 
of the “surplus women,” giving them 
unrestricted rights to entry into all 
the occupations they are or can be 
qualified to fill. In Britain at any 
rate, since women attained equality 
of citizenship with men, the barriers 
which made some of the professions 
a male monopoly are being rapidly 
removed. Economic security will not 
compensate women for the frustration 
of their deepest instincts. Marriage 
is not their trade, but their natural 
vocation, and maternity to every nor. 


f mal women is not a duty but a high 


fulfilment. What is needed, therefore, 
is a solution which provides not only 
for the economic independence of the 
“surplus women” but gives them 
moral and emotional satisfaction. 
There are many occupations in which 
women can render social service al- 
most equal to the service they render 
as mothers, and in which they would 
find genuine self-fulfilment. All the 
occupations connected with the wel- 
fare of children, from the care of ba- 
bies to the proctection of adoelscent 
boys and girls, ineducational institu. 
tions and otjtside, at wrk and play 
afford such opportunities and should 


be consciously and deliberately re- 
garded as a particular objective in 
the training of women for new car- 
eers. Women who cannot be mothers 
can be foster mothers, finding an 
abiding inteerst in caring for the chil- 
dren left usually to the step-motherly 
mercies of the state, in institutions 
that are more like prisons than 
homes. Orphan children, deserted and 
destitue children, the children of ne- 
glectful or incapable parents, instead 
of being brought together in work- 
houses or private philanthropic insti- 
tutions, can be “boarded out” in the 
care of foster parents who, with the 
help of maintenance allowances from 
the state, would make real homes for 
them. 


PLANS AFOOT FOR 
EMPIRE EXHIBITION 


Whole of British Commonwealth to 
be Represented at Trade Show at 
Wembley Park, Near London, 
in 1923 


LONDON, Eng., Sept. 12.—It is the 
intention of the imperial and domin- 
ions’ governments to hold a_ great 
British Empire exhibition at Wembley 
Park, near London, in 1923. As an 
earnest of the practical interest taken 
by the Home Government in the 
scheme, it may be mentioned that the 
sum of £100,000 has been set aside 
with the sanction of parliament to- 
ward the guarantee fund which it is 
estimated will have to total £1,000,000 
if the project is to be successfully car- 
ried through. The promoters of the 
exhibition are confident that this sum 
will be promised, and the Imperial 
grant is conditional on £500,000 being 
forthcoming in further guarantees. 

The dominion prime ministers in 
London have promised their support 
to the scheme, which will be an at- 
tempt to bring home producers, manu- 
facturers and merchants into direct 
touch with the products of the colon- 
ies and India. Apart from the actual 
exhibition itself the opportunity will 
be taken for the discussion of prob- 
lems incidental to the government, 
development and progress of the Em- 
pire. 

The Prince of Wales is president 
of the exhibition, and in making an 
appeal for the support of public bodies 
he said: “It is, | am sure, unneces- 
sary for me to emphasize the im- 
portance of the British Empire exhi- 
bition, not only in its permanent char- 
acter as the home of the British trad« 


exhibitions and British sport, but 
also in its particular purpose and 


as a means of developing the re- 
sources and trade of the Empire. I 
am convinced that it is only by a gen- 
eral revival of trade that we may 
hope to reduce the amount of un- 
employment in this country and bring 
happiness and prosperity to the 
homes of thousands of our fellow 
countrymen, who have been passing 
through a long-drawn period of de- 
pression and distress.” 

Desirability of the Crystal Palace 

The exhibition will in reality take 
the place of the great show which was 
to have been held in 1915 at the 
Crystal Palace under the name of the 
British Dominions Exhibition, and 
concerning which meetings had been 
held in 1918, For obvious reasons the 
exhibition was never held, and since 
then the Crystal Palace has become 
the home of grim war relics which 
show the progress, technically and 
otherwise of the great conflict. 

It would certainly have been appro- 
priate if the Crystal Palace had been 
chosen as the venue of the 1923 show, 
for it was this historic building which 
in 1851 housed the great exhibition in 
Hyde Park. Concerning this “mother 
of exhibitions” Lord Redesdale said: 
“Tam old enough to remember and to 
have been a frequent visitor at the 
first great exhibition in 1851, It was 
a mighty and a new departure due to 
a wise and far-seeing Prince. It was 
in itself a scene of rare beauty, and it 
at once struck the imagination of the 
people, and was imitated over and 
over again, Its successors in many 
parts of the world outstripped its pro- 
portions manyfold, but none could 
equal its fairly-like charm, It was a 
great gathering together of the citi- 
zens, and in more senses than one was 
a revelation, and its home was pictur- 
esque and dainty.” Lord Dedesdale, 
speaking of the colonizing genius of 
the English people, added that “the 
only people who have really the spirit 
of colonization are the English, the 
Spaniards and the Dutch.” 


International Friendship Fostered 


There is and always has been a 


tendency in certain quarters adversely 
to criticize the value of great exhi- 
bitions as promoters of commercial 
and industrial relations between coun- 
tries, but the official view of the Brit- 
ish government, apart from its pre- 
sent practical and very substantial 
financial support of the 1923 show, 
has been demonstrated by the Board 
of Trade, which, as the result of in- 
quiries, declared that exhibitions pro- 
perly authorized and conducted were 
of great value to the countries parti- 
cipating. 

There is also the important ques- 
tion of international friendship and 
understanding engendered or foster- 
ed by these shows. As an instance of 
this it is interesting to mention the 
Panama exhibition, at which Australia 
took part. The Governor-General re- 
ceived from the President of the 
United States the following message: 

“IT thank your excellency for your 
congratulations upon the success at- 
tending the opening of the Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition, due 
in no small degree to your Common- 
wealth’s participation. I shall be hap- 
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American Ambass- 
ador’s Letters 
From London 


Both Britain and the United States 
have been fortunate in their ambas- 
sadors to each other, We can recall no 
American who served at the court of 
S\. James who was not a warm friend 
of Great Britain. None was warmer 
than the late Walter H. Page, appoint- 
ed by President Wilson, who had to 
retire before his term was completed, 
and who died a few weeks after the 
armistice was signed. Though illness 
ferced Mr. Page to relinquish his du- 
ties, one of his last speeches was to 
the effect that he meant to spend the 
rest of his life, however long or short, 
it might be, in promoting friendship 
between the two nations. Of Mr. Page 
Mrs. Asquith said: “He is one of 
God's own. He was undoubtedly a fit 
representative of the highest class of 
American, loyal to his own country, 
but proud of the fact that he came 
of British stock, as he wrote to Mr. 
Wilson. Some of the letters he wrote 
to the President and other distinguish- 
ed Americans in his term of office are 
appearing in the World’s Work. Those 
that have been published already in- 
dicate that the collection will have a 
permanent place in Americen litera- 
ture and history. 


A Royal Dinner 


In one early letter he wrote:— 
Dear Mr. Persident: 

The King of Denmark (I always 
think of Hamlet), having come to 
make his royal kinsman o€ these 
Islés a visit, his Royal kinsman to- 
night gave a State dinner at the 
palace, whereto the Ambassadors of 
the eight Great Powers were, of 
course, invited. Now, I don’t know 
how other kings do, but I’m willing 
to swear by King George for a job 
of this sort. The splendor of the thing 
is truly regal, and the friendliness of 
it very true and human, and the com- 
pany most uncommon. Of course the 
Ambassadors and their wives were 
there, the chief rulers of the Empire 
and men and women of distinction and 
most of the Royal family. The dinner 
and the music and the plate and the 
decorations and the jewels and the 
uniforms—all these were regal— but 
there is a human touch about it that 
seems almost democratic. 

The “Royal Game” 

All for His Majesty and Denmark, 
a country with fewer people and 
less wealth than New Jersey. This 
whole Royal game is most interesting. 
Lloyd George and H. H. Asquith and 
John Morley were there, all in white 
knee breeches of silk and swords and 
most gaudy coats—these that are the 
radicals of the Kingdom in literature 
and in action. Veterans of Indian and 
South African wars stood on either 
side of every door and every stairway, 
dressed as Sir Walter Raleigh dressed, 
like so many statutes, never blinking 
an eye. Every person in the company 
is printed, in all the papers, with 
every title he bears. Crowds lined 
the street in front of the palace to see 
the carriages go in, and to guess who 
was in each. Tomorrow the Diplo- 
matic Corps calls on King Christian, 
and tomorrow night King George 
commands us to attend the opera as 
his guests. Whether it’s the Court or 
the honors and the orders and all the 
social and Imperial spoils that keep 
the illusion up, or whether it is the 
Old World inability to change any- 
thing ,you can’t ever quite decide. 


Views on Bryan

To Be Imperial in Character 


The proposed exhibition at Wem- 
bley, near London, will not be interna- 
tional in character, but imperial. The 
same advantages in regard to under- 
standing will, however, apply, and 
there can be no doubt but that if the 
show is properly and attractively 
managed, it will go far in the all-to- 
be-desired direction of still more 
closely knitting together of the Em- 
pire, 

At the inception of an ambitious 
scheme such as this, the financial as- 
pect looms prominently on the hori- 
zon, and to put the matter on a sound 
basis in this respect the executive is 
entering into arrangements to enable 
the exhibition to have percentage of 
receipts from all sources until such 
time as losses incurred are covered. 
While these precautions are being 
taken, it is expected that the income 
will greatly exceed guaranteed funds. 
Sir Richard Vasser Smith, chaftrman 
of the guarntee fund committee, said 
that “the very carefully prepared esti- 
mates foreshadow a substantial credit 
balance, which, by arrangement with 
the government, is to be devoted to 
some public object.” Until the guar- 
antee fund reaches at least half a 
million, a serious start cannot be 
made, and in order that the exhibi- 
tion may be held in 1923 it is neces- 
sary that this amount should be prom 
ised within a very short time. 

If the scheme is a success, and there 
is every reason to suppose that this 
will be the case, then Wembley will 
be the Mecca of all imperialists as 
well as the mass of the general pub- 
lie, 
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he heard the report that Mr. Bryan, 
then Secretary of State, was about 
to visit England, and would likely 
give a series of lectures.

Iso, he had a habit of 
not answering despatches from Lon- 
don to his department, which Mr. 
Page thought vital. On this point, 
Mr. Page, willing to trouble the Presi- 
dent, addressed Col. House, and in a 
freer tone than he would have used to 
Mr. Wilson, a fact which makes his 
letters to the Colonel particularly en- 
joyable. 


At Home in England 


Despite anxieties caused by the 
war, an account of which will follow 
the already published letters, Mr. 
Page was happy in London. He 
writes :— 

But, by George, it’s a fine game! 
(runs one of his postcripts to House). 
This Government and ours are stand 
ing together all right, especially since 
the President has taken hold of our 
foreign relations himself. With such a 
man at the helm &t home we can do 
whatever we wish to do with the Eng- 
lish, as I’ve often told you. It has been 
a great three-quarters of a year— 
immense, in fact. No man has been 
in the White House who is so regarded 
since Lincoln; in fact, they didn’t re- 
gard Lincoln while he lived. 

Meanwhile, I’ve got to be more or 
less at home. The Prime Minister 
dines with me, the Foreign Secretary, 
the Archbishop, the Colonial Secretary 
—all the rest of ’em; the King talks 
very freely; Mr. Asquith tells me 
seme of his troubles; Sir Edward has 
become a good personal friend; Lord 
Bryce warms up; the Lord Chancellor 
is chummy; and so it goes. So you 
may be sure we are all in high feather 
after all. 


CANADIAN INTEREST 
IN RECIPROCITY 


OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 10.—That 
there is a complementary economic 


interest between Canada and the 
United States, and that the future 
trade policy of the two countries 


ought to be conducted along the sane 
lines of mutual advantage, is the opin- 


between the two countries in the years 
to come. 

In 1911 Mr. Crerar was a supporter 
of reciprocity as set forth in the 
Laurier-Fielding-Patterson agreement 
with the United States. It is further 
safe to say that the great bulk of his 
present following in the west were 
similarly inclined. Owing to the new 
United States tariff bill and its effect 
upon Canadian markets, the issue of 
reciprocity promises to be revived 
during the next general election. 

In the course of an exclusive inter- 
view given an American press repre- 
sentative here, Mr. Crerar said: 

“The talk about the desirability of 
the maintenance of friendly relations 
between Canada and the United States 
is to emphasize the obvious. It is like 
talking about preserving a brotherly 
or sisterly spirit with one’s own im- 
mediate relations. Political life, how- 
ever, has the habit of playing strange 
tricks upon people in the mass; and 
often fears and suspicions are aroused 
between nations to serve selfish indi- 
vidual ends, The supreme part. of 
statesmenship today is to let the peo- 
ple of different nations touch each 
other at as many points as possible: 
and to encourage an ever-widening 
field of humanity the spirit of trust 
and faith and good will. This should 
be particularly true of the parts play- 
ed by political leaders and teachers, 
and by the mighty daily and weekly 
press of the United States and Can- 
ada, 


Common Sense Idealism 


“The recent world war and the un- 
satisfying conclusion of it as expres- 
sed in the Treaty of Versailles have 
had the subtle and insidious tendency 
to undermine the faith of people in 
such ideals as international peace and 
amity. For the time being the more 
vicious faith in power and self-pos- 
session seems to have domination. 
In the face of all this, the history of 
North American development for 100 
years stands as an eloquent thesti- 
mony to the world that it is possible 
for two peoples to progress and flour- 
ish, and at the same time live side by 
side along an imaginary dividing line 
of 4000 miles without a fortress or a 
sentinel, and in the spirit of peace 
and good will. 

“The fact that Canada has gradu- 
ally evolved into the status of na- 
tionhood, enjoying all the rights of 
self-government the United (States 
possesses, and in the years to come is 
bound to become even more distine- 
tive unit in the English-speaking 
world than she is today, makes it not 
only desirable but essential to the 
most vital interests of these two coun- 
tries, and indeed to the world at large, 
that the lesson of the past century in 
this North American continent should 
be recalled and recalled, so that its 
message of common sense idealism 
may be impressed indelibly upon the 
popular mind of these two great 
neighborhoods.

Is Premature 


GENEVA, Sept. 10.—The time is 
not ripe for a definite understanding

Long Election Expected

customer which the United States has 
on her books. Two-thirds of Canada's 
total trade is done with her neighbor 
to the south. While at present we im- 
port from the United States much 
more than we export to that country, 
our exports to the neighboring repub- 
lic have increased more rapidly during 
the past five years than imports. A 
j marked growth in the exports of food 
stuffs from Canada to the United 
States has been seen since 1915, 

“The Fordney tariff legislation, if it 
is adopted at Washington, will likely 
cut off at least $170,000,000 worth of 
Canadian food products from entering 
the markets of the United States, And 
inasmuch as that amount of food 
stuffs going into the United States 
from Canada last year was paid for 
by various kinds of goods, mainly 
manufactures, which we brought over 
here, there will be just that much less 
business done between these two 
countries as the result of the Fordney 
legislation, Agriculture is now, and 
will be for years to come, Canada’s 
dominating . industry. Cattle and 
wheat can be raised more cheaply 
and more easily in Canada than any- 
thing else, due to large areas of cheap 
jand fertile land.

Prin- 
cess Juliana of Holland is only 12 
years old. There are no princesses in 
Denmark. It is no longer possible to 
search among the former Royal famil- 
ies of Germany, which once were num- 
erous.

THE SEAL OF DESTINY 


A successful business man was 
speaking to a gathering of business 
and professional men. He was dealing 
with a topic bearing on practical re- 
ligion, the religion of reality. Among 
other things he said: © 

“T am not a theologian, but I am 
very firmly convinced of some things 
which belong to the realm of theology 
I am convinced that there is a heaven 
and that there is a hell, But the 
heaven we shall enjoy or the hell we 
shall suffer, is the heaven or the hell 
we make for ourselves. Every deed 
we do to our fellow-men is shaping 
our characters for one or the other. 
Before Him who sits on the judgment 
seat we shall be judged, not by any 
record in books above, but by the 
records written on our own character 
by the deeds we have done to other 
men,” - 

The business man who said that 
may not be technically a theologian. 
Nevertheless he was teaching pretty 
good theology. 

Jesus has some very striking teach- 
ing on this subject. One remarkable 
lesson is given in the parable of the 
rich man and Lazarus. It has been 
sadly misused in order to prove that 
riches in themselves are vicious, and 
that poverty is in itself a virtue. If 
you want to take that meaning out of 
the story, go to it, and comfort youfr- 
self therewith. But most people seem 
to like the vice and try hard to escape 
the virtue, 

That is not the end Jesus had in view 
when He told this story. The purpose 
of the parable is to show that our 
daily conduct, our daily treatment of 
the humblest of our neighbors, quietly

that the test of his fate 
his treatment of Lazarus. It was left 
to his own conscience. *If he had 
lived to serve his fellows he would 
have treated Lazarus differenty. But 
he had never understood his duty to 
his neighbor. He had never bothered 
bis head about the sufferings of oth 
men. He treated Lazarus just as he 
had treated many an unfortunate be- 
fore, with utter indifference. It was 
a commonplace occurrence. But it 
was the last of a series, and it sealed 
his destiny. 
’ This is a great fact which many 
people miss. There are no sign-boards 
telling us where are the turning- 
points of life. There are no finger- 
posts pointing to the crises in our car- 
eers. We shape our characters and 
fix our fates for time and for eternity 
by the way in which we deal, not with 
the extraordinary events, but with the 
ordinary events. 

It is a thousand little dishonestie: 
in cents and dimes which eventiually 
give a man’s whole character—a dis-

Government Becomes Effective 
Saturday 


EDMONTON, Alta., Sept. 9.—The 
right to issue marriage licenses, here- 
tofore held by jewelers, has been 
withdrawn, in the case of the larger 
centres, by an order-in-council just 
passed by the Provincial Government, 
The cancellation becomes effective in 
Edmonton on September 10, and it is 
understood that similar action will at 
once be taken in other cities. 


In future, licenses to marry wi!! 
be obtainable in Edmonton from the 


vital statistics office only, but there 
will be no change in the fees payable 
by the public. 

Arrangements will be made in each 
of the other cities for some one place 
where application is to be made, the 
jewelers in no case to have further 
rights to give service. 

This action in respect to the mar- 
riage law is the first taken under 
the” administration of Hon. R. G. 
Reid, as minister of health, in connec- 
tion with which department the licen- 
sing of all marriages in the province 
is controlled. Requests for such action 
have been made from various sources, 
the reason for it being that it will be 
possible under government manage- 
ment of all the licensing to secure a 
better enforcement of the law in re- 
gard to the age and other qualifica- 
tions of parties seeking marriage. It 
is also to be required in future that in 
all cases where the contracting’ par- 
ties are not personally known to the 
license issuer the bride shall take an 
affidavit as to her age. Formerly the 
groom has taken this affidavit for

It is now “suggested that appeals | 
should be limited to cases involving | 
interpretations of the constitution. As 
our constitution and its amendments | 
are beyond the scope of our own parli-| 
ament, the argument that law made 
in Great Britain should be interpreted | 
there is not without a certain plausi- | 
bility. But the right of the Canadian | 
people to modify their constitution at 
will is certain to be exercised before | 
many years are past, and when that 
time comes the argument for appeals | 
to the Judicial Committee in consti-| 
tutional cases will not have so logical 
a basis. 

We have now been told by three 
very eminent English lawyers’ in 
succession that Canada has the right 
to decide for herself whether or not | 
appeals to the Judicial Committee, 
should continue. This is the opinion of 
Lord Birkenhead, of Sir John Simon 
and of Sir Maleolm McNaghten, who 
spoke in these terms at the meeting 
of the Bar Association at Ottawa. 

It would be inteersting to have 
these great constitutional authorities 
tell us whether or not Canada has the 
power to exercise this right which 
they admit she possesses. 

Many years ago the Canadian par- | 
liament passed an act forbidding ap- 
peals in criminal cases to the Privy 
Council. Prof. A. B. Keith, who is a 
sound authority, says that this legis- 
lation is invalid. If Canada cannot 
forbid a certain class of appeals it 
does not seem probable that she can 
forbid all appeals. 

Doubtless every one of these emin- | 
ent lawyers would say as a matter of 
law that the Canadian parliament is 
not empowered to pass legislation lim- |
